Ladies and gentlemen: I have been in- 
vited by The Retail Grocer Employes’

1 wish to say to you of the union that it 
is a pleasure to me say a word in your be- 
half, for as far as I have been able to learn 
the object of your organization you only 
ask that which law assures the dumb brute 
—the privilege of resting when you are 
tired after 12 to 14 hours of labor. Six days 
of the week and the seventh day put in in toil 
also—is more than flesh and blood can bear. 
If you were‘a dumb brute, the law would 
quickly right your wrong. If you were a 
convict at Jefferson City, you would not 
be treated so. But you are only grocery- 
men ministering like good Samaritans to 
our wants. You are only trying to make an 
honest living, hence you must suffer the 
consequences. 

1 understand that your employers are in 
entire accord with your purposes. They 
Ought to be, if they are not.

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A bill was presented in the New York Legislature two years 
ago and is still before that body, granting to women taxpay- 
ers the right to vote on all questions involving expenditures 
for municipal improvement. 

Mrs. M. W. Chapman, president of the State Suffrage As- 
sociation, commenting on this Dill, said: ‘‘Recently, in one 
of our small up-state towns, some city improvements came 
to be voted upon. The three largest property owners and tax- 
payers were women. They went to the municipal assembly 
meeting to voice their sentiments, but they were utterly 
powerless, although they furnished a big percentage of the 
money which went into the improvements.” 

This concession has been granted women in Louisiana, 
where women vote on such questions in New Orleans, and 
their influence is reported to be altogether beneficial. 

But women need not wait for the ballot. Voting is not the 
only way to infiuence public affairs. Women can command 
the respectful attention of officials and accomplish good 
work indirectly. They pay taxes. If they wish to have 
them properly expended they can do so.

As a matter of fact, this complementary education, offered 
at night, when it does not interfere with the struggle to 
make a living, is as necessary as the day public and high 
school courses. Without it an equal opportunity is not 
afforded all young people to be educated. 

The night schools and the night high school should be 
brought to public attention in every possible way. Each in- 
dividual helped by them will become a better citizen.
